i took a look at your search strategies and a have some suggestions. 



Instead of using only stock of fund, try (stock$1 or fund$1 or bond$1 or commodit$3 or trading or trade$1 or 
financial or securit$3 or investment$1). Also, Instead of baseform or base form, look to the specification to 
find the meaning and/or synonyms. For example, you might want to try (nicknameSI or nick adj nameSI or 
abbreviat$4 or baseform$1 or base adj form$1 or phonetic$4 or phonemes or vocabuiar$3). Also, be careful 
of misspellings such as "volumn". 

it looks like the speech recognition is not present in your search strategy. Please include this area in your 
search. For example, try (voice or speech or word$1) near3 recogni$5 or natural adj language). 

Also, you should consider 704/231 , 235, 244, 245, 251 , 270, 270.1 or consult a primary or SPE in this area 
for speech recognition. 

I tried a quick search using the following search queries (but did not finish looking at the results). Anyway, 
you might want to try this out - or variations on it.

(sometimes probabilit$1 is an ok synonym forweight$1 - use your judgment). 

Also, it appears that the invention is for updating large databases for speech recognition systems. You may 
want to find a good reference for updating grammars (or a large amount of grammars (large databases, etc.)) 
in speech recognition systems and combine it with a database of stock information (including weights, 
baseforms. etc.). 



For a 705 case, you must do a Dialog search including the required databases. You also must include at 
least one NPL and at least one Foreign patent reference. Be sure to provide a copy of ail search strategies 
used. 

Also, be sure to indicate that all your search areas have been updated (search info on file wrapper). I 
couldn't find that for the 5/20/04 action.
